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CCF Upholds 
Seizure of 
Private Plants 



The first Model Parliament of 
the 1946-47 season is scheduled for 
the Union Ballroom tomorrow 
night with the doors closing at 8 
p.m. sharp. The parly In power is 
the CCF government with Cran- 
ford Pratt as prime minister. The 
motion up for debate is the appro- 
priation of the aluminum industry 
by the government. 

This Is the first time that the 
CCF has been in power. Last year 
but three parliaments were held 
and so they missed their turn. The 
complete slate of ministers for the 
government may be found on page 
4 of the Daily while the text of the 
CCF bill will appear in tomor- 
row's paper. 

The governor-general for the 
Model Parliament will be Profes- 
sor Webster of the Economics De- 
partment while Professor Mallory 
will be speaker. The debate will 
be limited to two and one-half 
hours with the vote being called 
(or 10.25 p.m. Parties have signi- 
fied their intention of singing 
while the vote is being taken. Cop- 
ies of the< main bill and amend- 
ments will be mimeographed and 
presented at the Mock Parliament 
itself. 

Believing that this bill for social- 
ization of industry is inimical to 
the best interests of Canada, the 
Progressive Conservatives arc op- 
posing the resolution in its entirety, 
and arc not presenting any amend- 
ments, which might tend to confuse 
the Issue. They consider that it is 
n clear-cut choice between indivi- 
dual initiative or surrendering to 
stale socialism. 

Principal speakers for the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives arc Robert 
Walker. Med. Ill, who will deliver 
the main speech, Dick Blrks and 
Leonard Beaton. The latter will be 
the Leader of the Opposition at this 
session and will present the rebut- 
tal speech at the close of discussion. 

The LPP Club feels that nation- 
alization of the Aluminum industry 
in Canada would be In the interest 
of the people. They have slated that 
an amendment to the CCF. resol- 
ution will be submitted by them. 

The LPP Amendment proposes 
an addition to the preamble which 
shall stale that monopoly is for- 
mcnting war and fascism. An ad- 
dition is also made to the proposals 
slating that the cartel arrangements 
in aluminum shall be destroyed. 
The main point in the amendment 
is one which calls for expropriation 
nf the aluminum company without 
compensation.

Anyone who has 
University for a year or so is per- 
fectly familiar with the old routine 
of writing term papers, essays and 
the like. After countless hours of 
research or downright cribbing 
from Ihe books of the library, the 
author tries to amass, his points in 
a manner which will completely 
overwhelm the professor for whom 
it is intended with the recognition 
that the writer is a person of in- 
credible brilliance and indisputable 
perspicacity. The result is normally 
a long-winded effort which is a 
product of boredom with the sub- 
ject and haste to get it in on time. 
To top all that, it still only takes 
about ten minutes to read. 

Much the same type of problem, 
we have discovered, arises over the 
production of a radio show, and 
particularly in the case of "McGili 
Speaks," where the producers were 
confronted with absolutely no ex- 
perience and 13 minutes radio 
time to fill. Hours were spent in 
script conferences, In telephone 
conversations, wrangles with vari- 
ous music groups, the Musicians 
Union and each other. The result- 
just thirteen and a half minutes on 
the air. What happened to the other 
minute and a half, which was filled 
in the script, is a mystery of all- 
absorbing interest. 

It was a case of relying on imag- 
ination rather than experience and

to answer,— politely if possible, 
However, with one broadcast 
under our belt, numerous hitches 
worked out and an incredible 
amount , of experience gained, wc 
can assure you that broadcasts in 
the future will improve just as fast 
as wc can learn. 

A radio show, wc found, is quite 
different from any" other form of 
entertainment. Unfortunately the 
personalities of the people on a 
broadcast arc not able to "put 
themselves across" in the same 
manner which is possible when the 
audience actually sees them. In 
addition to that it is rather dim 
cult to "prompt" the performers for 
the simple reason that any prompt 
ing is likely to be heard by the 
many millions of people who may 
be tuning in. Hence it is of no 
use for the producer to rant and 
rave at those doing the actual talk 
ing, and the only way he can put 
his feelings across is by motioning 
violently with hands and forming 
horrible words with his Hps. That 
and nothing more. It is a most 
frustrated feeling. 

Nevertheless, it is great cxperl 
ence and very interesting. What 
little favorable comment wc get 
makes us feel like a proud father 
at the birth of his first offspring 
In a few months wc shall be feel- 
ing even better,

Russia Policy 
Discussed By 
U.T. Debaters 



Toronto. Nov. 4.-(CUP)-Aftcr a 
lively debate at Hart House, Uni- 
versity of Toronto last night the 
motion that 'This house approves 
of the 'get tough' with Russia po- 
licy" was defeated by a narrow 
margin with a vole of 122-118. 

The affirmative charged that Rus- 
sia threatened democracy and Im- 
peded the formation of peace by 
her lack of cooperation and her 
unashamed bartering in peace con- 
ference dealings. Not only does 
Russia apply pressure in elections 
in the USSR, but also in the coun- 
tries she occupied during the war. 
The Ayes stated that the decision 
was not a question of whether to 
be tough with Russia, but how 
lough to be. ' 

The leader of the negative ac- 
cused the western powers of fos- 
tering World War II through a get 
tough policy caused by fear; a po- 
licy which would bring another war 
In the future. The second speaker 
for the negative reminded the 
House that the policy advocated 
in the debate was one of physical 
pressure, first military, then econ- 
omic, and he suggested that -they 
get down to practical politics.

ATHLETIC SCHOLARSHIPS 

Perhaps one of the most important Issues facing Canadian Uni- 
versities at this time is the question of athletic scholarships. To ob- 
tain a cross-section of student opinion, the Canadian University 
Press sent this query to all campus newspapers across the country: 
"What is' student opinion regarding athletic scholarships on your 
campus? Do they approve or disapprove, and why? 

A definite majority of the universities arc in favor of such 
scholarships, with the proviso that they arc not subjected to the mis- 
treatment currently practised at American universities. ' 

WESTERN: Student opinion generally regards athletic scholar- 
ships as good thing as run on this campus. They disapprove of Amer- 
ican system strongly. Athletic scholarships at Western come under 
general scholarship board, and athlete must maintain certain schol- 
astic average. This Is the only possible way of, running it. 

TORONTO: Widespread student opinion was voiced by sports 
writer on The Varsity, when he said, "Brilliant students in math- 
ematics receive scholarships in Maths and Physics, students of 
chemistry receive scholarships in Chemistry, athletes should receive 
scholarships in P. H. E." 

There are others who feel collegiate football should be played 
by those at college for scholastic reasons, football should not.be a 
bribe for education. Those desiring to play football should turn 
pro... but those holding this view are In the minority. 

MCGILL: Students here are strongly in favor of athletic scholar- 
ships for athletes with definite scholastic ability who ordinarily 
would be unable to attend college. -They 'feel that financial aid 
should be forthcoming not only to students who arc proficient at 
writing examinations, but also to those with other types of ability. 
While a musician may help pay his fees by working after school 
hours, the university prohibits an athlete from .playing for his 
college and professional teams as well. Since the school is placing 
such restrictions on the athlete-student, McGili undergraduates re- 
gard athletic scholarships as a tangible reward for natural ability. 

ST. FRANCIS XAVIER: A majority of .the students favour 
athletic scholarships. Opinions vary from those favoring any in- 
ducement to take a university course to those who say it is a good 
thing in itself, but can be abused, as shown in USA.

In April of 1944 he produced 
"Dcldrc of Sorrows," the first full 
and only Canadian Opera produced 
by the CBC.

The question of veterans leaving 
universities before completion of 
their studies will be discussed at 
a ' veterans regional conference 
opening today at the Windsor Ho- 
tel, under the auspices of the 
Department of Veterans' Affairs. 
An unofficial survey of McGlll 
campus, where over 3,000 veterans 
arc training under the rehabilita- 
tion scheme, disclosed that a con- 
siderable number of ex-servlec 
students are dropping out of the 
pursuit of higher learning after 
one or two years of study. It has 
been noted that this situation pre- 
vails in other universities across 
the Dominion. 

A report of the progress of these 
students will be delivered by two 
officials of McGili at today's con- 
ference. Major Colin McDougall, 
the student veterans' councillor, 
will speak on "The Role of the 
Veterans" Councillor at the Uni- 
versity." T. H. Matthews, registrar 
at the university, will discuss 
"What McGili Has to Offer." 

A report on "The Veteran from 
Day to Day in the Faculty of Arts 
and Science" will be tendered by 
Dr. H. W. Hatcher, the admitting 
officer of. that faculty. In addition 
Prof. J. U. MacEwan, of the fac- 
ulty of Engineering, will be heard 
dealing with the progress of vet 
erans in engineering training al 
McGili. These latter two address- 
es will be delivered on Wednesday 
morning, as this afternoon will be 
devoted to 'the subject of voca- 
tional training. 

It has been noted that student 
veterans at McGili average fewer 
failures than their non-service con- 
freres, a fact which is hard to rec- 
oncile with the untimely departure 
of some ex-servicemen from uni- 
versity training.

Prior to his evening's address, 
Dr. Mekeel will be the speaker at 
Students House, 3445 Peel Street. 
This meeting is open to all stud- 
ents and is scheduled for flvo 
o'clock. As well Dr. Mekeel will 
be guest speaker at luncheon on 
Wednesday ot one o'clock. 

Dr. Mekeel graduated from the 
University of Michigan in 1927. 
specializing in history. He served 
as assistant and did graduate study, 
In 1928, he was appointed full time 
instructor in Ancient History. He 
resigned in 1931 to enter training 
for the ministry, receiving a 
scholarship at Biblical Seminary, 
where his first year was com- 
pleted. He was also in seminars 
in .Church History at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary. The last two 
years of the three years seminary 
course he took at Andover Newton 
Theological School at Newton 
Centre, Massachusetts. While there 
he served as tutor in Church His- 
tory under Professor Henry K. 
Rowe. 

In the senior year of seminary 
he was minister of the First United 
Church, Swampscott, Massachusetts. 
In 1935 he was called to be assis- 
tant, and subsequently associate 
minister, of the First Presbyterian 
Church, Edmonton, Alberta, Can- 
ada. Thereafter, he served as in- 
terim minister of St. Andrew's 
Church, Ottawa, Canada. In 1937 he 
was called to hte First Presbyterian 
Church in Schenectady, New York, 
in which he has been minister to 
the present.

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Inter- Faith -A Hope 

Today marks the start of the first "Religion 
And Life" week at McGill— a week sponsored 
by the ncwly-forracd McGill Intcr-Fnith Coun- 
cil. While inter-faith activities have been prom- 
inent at American Universities, this marks the 
first time they have been introduced into Cana- 
da. 

The ncwly-forracd council, composed of the 
Student Christian Movement, the Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship, the Newman Club and the 
Hillcl Foundation, has as the basis of its organ- 
ization the belief that the primary due to the 
solution of the acute personal and Eocial prob- 
lems of our time lies in the understanding of 
man's true nature and in his relations to God 
and society. 

The central theme is not comparative religion 
but rather it is understanding— an understanding 
of the various religions, and the traditions and 
customs handed down by them from the early 
days of man's realization of the One God. Since 
religion at its best gives hope, courage, and re- 
newed vitality to mind and body, and since it is 
a force for social justice and better human re- 
lations, the understanding of religions, their aims 
and purposes, is a prerequisite to the understan- 
ding of mankind, and of the factors which shape 
its destiny. 

Everyone has some philosophy or set of values 
to live by. If there is no largo framework of 
meaning to give purpose and completeness to the 
experiences of everyday life, the individual is 
at the mercy of whim and circumstance. The In- 
tcrfnith Council was formed and 'Religion in 
Life Week! was instituted in order to find the 
way of living and thinking which gives the clear- 
est picture of what our life is in all its relations 
to our fcllowmcn nnd to the universe. 

We are living in a troubled world— a world 
where hate and distrust are rampant and where 
at one time, what was different in religion, ideol- 
ogy or custom was punishable and punished too 
often by death or, even worss, torture and im- 
prisonment. 

For a world at peace— the consuming hope of 
the average man, some of tho main bases, with- 
out which its realization is impossible, are under- 
standing and tolerance. The basis of understan- 
ding in religion is an analysis of tho field of re- 
ligion itself, while tolerance can result only after 
à true understanding has been reached. The In- 
ter-Faith Council has undertaken a task which 
has been left too long undono at McGill and at 
many of her sister-universities. The ready at- 
mospherc of cooperation shown by the four dif- 
ferent religious groups in this undertaking gives 
promise from the start for the success of the 
venture. With a common aim in mind and a de- 
sire to advance tho common factors in religion 
and not, as is a too common practice, to em- 
phasize the differences which nre noted in the 
various theories, they arc advancing along the 
road to religious understanding. In so doing, the 
Tnlcr-Faith Council deserves the commendation 
and support of the campus.

The Daily Meets 



Georges Enescu

The students of Rumania send 
their love to the students of North 
America — and they arc dying of 
hunger. These were not the exact 
words of Mr. Enescu, the famous 
Rumanian composer and conductor 
— but they were the most impor- 
tant part of his message to the 
pressmen, in an interview held 
yesterday. Mr. Enescu did not em- 
phasize the theme of destruction 
and hunger — he spoke of it only 
twice and passingly — but one 
could hear how much he cared, and 
how desperate things were behind 
the iron curtain. 

A charming and witty man, 
George Enescu entertained the 
newsmen for an hour, talking of 
his musical activities during the 
war, of his compositions, the ill- 
ness that in 1940 prevented him 
from coming to the U.S. on a con- 
cert tour, and of his long (29 day) 
journey over the Atlantic, to come 
to North America. 

There was seriousness again 



when he told of the role of music 
during the Occupation. People 
were desperate, he said, and they 
found .solace in two things: in re- 
ligion, and in music. That is why, 
working as a "spiritual Red Cross", 
Mr. Enescu and the other conduc- 
tors and musicians played, as much 
as they could, as often as they 
could. A String Quartet, formed 
under Mr. Enescu's direction, play- 
ed all Beethoven's Quartettes twice 
during the occupation years. And 
the public liked its conductors, and 
was grateful. .When the current 
administration discharged Georges 
Gcorgcscu, conductor and director 
of the Roumanina Philharmonic, 
because of alleged collaboration, 
and substituted for him, young 
untrained conductors, the audience 
stayed away from the concerts — 
the hall was empty. 

Mr. Enescu then conducted the 
Symphony for two years, to main- 
tain It as a force in Roumanian 
culture. For the School of Rou- 



manian music, that Mr. Enescu 
started In 1012, is flourishing still, 
with a new generation of composers 
making themselves known, In their 
country, and in Europe. There are 
Mihal Jora, anad Dlnu Llpatti, and 
Rogalskl, composing still, in spite 
of the odds and the state of the 
country. 

Here again allusion was made to 
tho destruction and poverty — the 
hunger in a country that was once 
a granary, exporting foodstuffs and 
minerals. There have been two 
years of drought. The soil Is burned. 
And the heat, always strong, due 
to tho continental allocation, is as 
unbearable as that of Central 
Africa. And yet, the conductor told 
us: "Mais lis luttent." They arc 
frightening, keeping up the intel- 
lectual life that made Bucharest 
one of the outstanding European 
cities of the period between the 
wars. 

Georges Enescu spoke in English 
and In French. He is well known 
to music lovers on this continent,

Dear Sir,— Through your courte- 
sy, I should like to comment on 
the M.S.VS. MEETING of last 
Tuesday. 

I agree, with past correspondents 
of your letters forum that execu- 
tive positions In NON-POLITICAL 
societies should be tilled by offi- 
cers who do not use the society for 
the propagation of political party 
ideas. But since it must be assumed 
that the energetic, thinking per- 
sons necessary for the best operat- 
ion of our type of organization, 
which is not a merely fellowship 
group, will inevitably have deve- 
loped political Ideas and leanings 
which will Influence their thoughts 
and actions. However, it must be 
agreed that the most desirable type 
of candidate for our society's exe- 
cutive is the man who can act in 
the best interests of the student vet 
with the greatest vigour and least 
interference from his political at- 
tachments or party friends. 

To help make sure that such 
candidates are elected, I am in 
favor of their election being held 
by secret ballot one week after all 
nominations have been made in 
writing and signed by ten vets. 
The ballots should allow a second 
preference to bo stated for each 
office. I should like to sec this 
form of election specified for those 
campus societies which aro not 
built around an interest in an aca- 
demic subject or a political party.

although he has not visited it since 
1939. Tho concert tonight, at 
Plateau Hall, will be Mr. Enescu's 
first American appearance in seven 
years. 

Georges Enescu has "lived in Paris 
in principle" since tho age of 13. 
He studied under Faure, and other 
French masters, and until 1912, his 
works were oltcn classed in the 
French School. In that year he first 
presented a prize, to be given 
yearly to the best composition by 
a Roumanian. And tho prize ha& 
continued during_ two wars, and 
continues still. Through this prize, 
the Roumanian School of music 
was begun. 

One of Mr. Enescu's most fam- 
ous pupils is Yehudi Mcnuhln, 
who played at the Currie Gym last 
Thursday. Mr. Mcnuhln recently 
visited Bucharest, to play with his 
teacher. They played twice a day, 
in the morning at public rehear- 
sals, in the evening at Concerts, 
and this schedule for seven days. 
They played five Symphonies, and 
twice, Mr. Mcnuhln appeared in 
recital, with Georges Enescu at the 
piano. At .the end, Mr. Enescu re- 
marked laughing, they had to stop, 
because they both had pains in the 
arm, from so much violin playing 
and so much conducting.

Following the series of letters 
to the editor and the editorial In 
Friday's Daily, all on the subject 
of the Vet Society elections, it 
would appear that a number of 
fundamental questions need clari- 
fying. The letters In their bitter- 
ness only achieved a tragic warning 
of the basic cleavages that underly 
this whole issue, while the editorial 
in its naive idealism Is a warning 
of those who do not see or do not 
want to see the true issues at 
stake. 

The gist of the letters Is that 
the elections were wickedly man- 
oeuvred by small unrepresentative 
"pressure groups" and the feeling 
of the editorial and the letters Is 
that tho whole business is too 
awful and just not worthy of uni- 
versity students. 

In the first place parliamentary 
government and majority rule arc 
both very practical institutions 
which depend for their efficient 
functioning on the presence of just 
the pressure groups that arc being 
continually decried. 

Democratic procedure and major- 
ity rule arc esenllally tools of ex- 
pediency, and depend completely 
for their success on there being 
common agreement on the ends 
towards which the whole group or 
country are being directed. 

Majority rule can never hope to 
decide issues that seem to men so 
fundamental that compromise be- 
comes Impossible. That is why on 
matters such as religious rights and 
other fundamental beliefs majority 
rule nad democratic procedure 
tend to break down for they are 
then being subjected to forces quite 
different to those for which they 
were designed. 

This of course is tragically por- 
trayed on both the international 
scene and in the domestic contor- 
tions of many countries today, and 
for this reason it would be very 
strange it these same opposing 
forces were not apparent at McGill 
for they arc essentially a differ- 
ence in ideas on both the compo- 
nents and ends of man. 

It is just this division among 
McGill students as to the true ends 
of certain societies such as the Vet- 
erans Organizations that has led 
to and will probably* continue to 
result in a break down in- the ac- 
cepted working of majority rule 
on the campus. 

The reason for this situation lies 
largely in the activities of the radi- 
cal groups in general and the com- 
munists in particular. I say this

tural that they as the groups try- 
ing to change the fundamentals of 
society should wish to convert the 
youth as this is" really their only 
chance of long run success. 

In both theory and practice the 
communists are dedicated to make 
every possible use of existing or- 
ganizations to further their politi- 
cal ends, and many students at 
McGill feel that members of the 
Veterans Executive followed this 
policy last year. I have no doubt 
that this group sincerely felt that 
their policies were in the best in- 
terest of the veterans even if only 
because they felt that communism 
was the Ideal type of government. 
Other groups however felt just as 
sincerely that the policies were 
diametrically opposed to the best 
interests of the veterans and when 
two opposed forces such as these 
meet there is hardly likely to be 
either reasonable or pleasant re- 
sults. 

The purpose of this article has 
not been to condemn the actions 
of one group or excuse those of an- 
other, but to lay bare the forces 
that inevitably produce these re- 
sults. The very Irrationality that 
always accompanies fundamental 
clashes such as this IS unpleasant 
and not what we associate with 
university life, but it Is also only 
symptomatic of the real difference 
in ideas. 

The depth of this cleavage is 
tragically apparent, for unlike the 
religious wars of the middle ages 
which are its only comparable 
counterpart, It stretches Into every 
field of man's social, political, and 
economic life and the material 
forces that are potentially in the 
hands of cither group are powerful 
enough to completely wipe out our 
civilization. 

It would be comforting to say 
that all we need to do is exercise 
tolerance and reason, but unfortun- 
ately both groups reason from

an ambassador of good will, a man 
of talent, trying to tell people what . 
his country is like. But what can I 
one tell and how little one can 
put into words. What more can 
one say, than: "the students send 
their love"— as students do, from 
one country, to another, to all fel- 
low students— and "they are dying 
of hunger". Which again Is some- 
thing we have heard before— a 
little sentence that means so much.

In view of the bill to be intro 
duced by the C.C.F. Government 
in tomorrow's session ot the mock 
parliament it Is probably pertinent 
to acquaint the students with a 
few of the facts concerning the hUr 
tory and operations • of the Alum 
inum Co. of Canada. 

The first Canadian subsidiary of 
Alcoa (the American company) en 
tercd into a contract with the 
Shawinlgan Water and Power Co. 
In 1899 preventing the latter from 
entering Into the production ot 
aluminum or selling power to any 
other company producing alumin 
urn. This subsidiary was known 
as the Northern Aluminum • Co, 
and in 1924 became the Aluminum 
Co. of Canada. In 1912 the Fed 
eral Courts in the VS. stopped 
Alcoa from entering into cartel 
agreements with producers in Eng- 
land, Switzerland and ■ Germany. 
As a result these operations were 
transferred to the Canadian com- 
pany. By 1928 a separate holding 
company had to be formed to 
clinch these cartel agreements and 
Aluminium Ltd. was Incorporated, 
under Canadian law, to control 
thirty-three foreign subsidiaries in 
eluding the Aluminum Co. of Can 
ada. The ensuing stock Issue was 
distributed among the American 
shareholders and as late as 1940 
shareholders which held 81 per 
cent of Alcoa also held 84 per cent, 
of Aluminium's stock, while as late 
as 1934 the two Davis brothers held 
the presidency of the two corpora 
Hons. In 1931 Aluminium Ltd. be 
came a member of Alliance Alum- 
inum Co. of Basle and was permit' 
ted to produce 25.58 per cent, of 
world production in accordance 
with strict cartel agreements which 
provided penalties for over-pro- 
duction.

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ACADIA: In a pool of student opinion, 88% approved, 4% 
disapproved or undecided regarding athletic scholarships. Although 
no such scholarships are given at Acadia now, students believe that 
their presence would attract more athletes and increase calibre ot 
Sports, which would result in more publicity for the university. On 
the other hand, standards of scholastic awards would tend to be 
lowered. 

BISHOPS: Students here do not approve of athletic scholarships. 
Bishops is too small and such scholarships arc commercialized. 

MOUNT ALLISON: When Intellectual ability does not aceom- . 
pany athletic skill, students arc against athletic scholarships. They 
are especially unpractical in small universities. Minority of under- ' 
graduates feel athletic standards would be raised, and good pub- 
licity would result. 



410 shares of Aluminum Ltd. in 
existence, ot which 574,925 (or over 
70 per cent) were held by 74 peo- 
ple- Over, a period of twenty-five 
years (1911 to 1925) à profit was 
realized by the investors of $242,- 
000,000, amounting to a net return 
of 282 per cent, on the original 
investment, of this some $1,274,000 
was paid out in dividends, mount- 
ing to an average annual cash re- 
turn of 100 per cent, on the Invest- 
ment. 

Aluminium Ltd. In 1937 admitted 
before a U.S. court that production 
costs in that year (a year of rela- 
tively small production) were 9 
cents a pound. The present base 
price Is IS and 17 cents per pound, 
with very high production, the 
present rate .of profit is left to the 
reader's imagination. 

Through the above cartel arran- 
gements with Alliance production 
ot ' aluminum was kept below its 
possible value, prices were arti- 
ficially raised, technological ad- 
vances in use of aluminum in In- 
dustry were stifled, employment 
was kept at a very low level and In 
general the country was subjected 
to an artificial depression. During 
the period 1933 to 1938 Canadian 
production ot aluminum merely 
trebled due to these restrictive 
practices, while that of Germany 



increased tenfold, thus placing us 
in a very disadvantageous position 
for the prosecution of the war after 
the commencmcnt of hostilities,
